Amateur 
Gardener 


By E. L. F. 

ARLY PLANTING is one of 
the most important aspects 

}of successful shalot growing. 
Now is the time to call on your 
favorite garden store or nursery- 
man for a bag of prime bulbs, 
ready for setting out. Then, as 
soon as your ground is workable, 
you will be ready to put them in. 

Another important point is to 
prepare your shalot bed thor- 
oughly. If you have not done so 
already, dig the soil at least a 
foot deep. Caw manure is grand 
for shallots and if you can get 
la little, work {t into the bed at 
the rate of half a bucketful to a 
square yard, Failing this, a simi- 
ler quantity of any kind of stable 
manure or garden compost—or a 
dressing of good commercial fer- 
tilizer at the rate of eight ounces 
to the square yard—will serve as 
well. When finished, the shalot 
bed should stand six inches above 
| the- surrounding earth, to make 
certain of that all important 
drainage in early spring. 

Pile on the earth until you have 
this elevation, if you would be 
sure of good shalots. If possible, 
sprinkle the surface of the whole 
bed with a dressing of weathered 
soot. Now, with a bed of this

| his mistake and has changed his mind. This 
| will-be-used against him, of course, by. many. 
politicians and newspapers which vigorously 
| supported his old isolationism, as nearly the 
}entire nation (and this reporter) did at the 
time. Mr, King has learned the bitter les- 
son and so have most of the rest of us. 

The honest thing is to admit the mistake 
and profit by it. This Mr. King proposes 
to do. And in. so doing he has not only 
| framed a policy which Canadians will sup- 
| port but has given a lead to all the smaller 
| nations, of which Canada is the chief, has 
created a new international stature for Can 
ada and has lighted a lamp which, though 
small, will be seen throughout the world. 
For this, in part at least, we have to thank 
Lord Halifax and the great blunder of

If you want to-be really smart 
arid practicaj these days; you will 
follow those who have taken to 
quilting. A real shortage of store 
| blankets and quilts has been oc 
casioned by the enormous require- 
| ments of the armed forces, also 

the number of new homes being 
} | established. You can get warmth, 
interest and beauty into your 
bedding if‘you start making it. 

Let's talk about two main types 
of bed-covering; the ‘big soft 
i puffy eiderdown-type. to lie ar- 
| tistically over the spread; and the 
large; thin, well-stitched com- 
| forter which takes the place 
| the blanket. In either of these 
| you will need covering material 
and inside filing. The amounts 
of both will depend on the size 
}of your bed, and the quality, on 
your purse and the availability of 
"materials: 

Both woo! and cotton batts for 
filling are to be found ‘in the 
stores, and they are very inexpen- 
sive 
out to make a sheet two yards 
wide by two and a half long, al- 
ready 
able thickness, can be bought for 
about $2.00. Cotton is of course 
much cheaper. These batts need 
only to be opened out, covered 
with suitable material 
properly stitched, to make soft, 
warm and thoroughly attractive 
bed-coverings. Wool is much su- 
perior to cotton; it is of course 
much warmer, it wears forever, 
an¢ being springy and resilient, 
it is much more washable, resist- 
ing the tendency to lump and 
mat inside the covering. 


PUFFY COMFORTER 


Washability is perhaps not so 
important for the puffy eider- 
down-type of comforter, since as a 
top cover it does not come into 
such close contact with the body 
and sheets. The covering material 
may, therefore, be a material 
such as slipper or lining satin, 
which can be bought in 54-inch 
widths and a variety of colors: 
or printéd materials may be 
found. Width is not important; 
the comforter will look better if 
there is no seam up the middle, 
otherwise piecing does not) 
matter and will not be obvious.

She seems shy and at times 
terribly sad.
